In Hilesa. where 
there are large cotton,factories, expert 
weavers receive from $2.2S to $3 per 
week, and women employed at i;ko 
work earn 
less than $2 per 
week. 
Even in Old England, where lab or is 
paid the b est of any Eu ropean cou n­ 
try, In the cotton factories the scale 
for lab or ru ns from $ 4 <% to $10.20 a 
week 
Where wages are so low it is 
impossib le* for the 
people 
to 
save 
money, and it is necessary that they 
live u pon the plainest 
and 
cheapest 
food in order to make end» meet. 
In comparison with these cou ntries 
b ow grand are the opportu nities for 
the lab orer in the United Stat* s 
In 
America there are homes for all who 
wou ld b u ild them 
In no part of the 
earth is there su ch r< ward for Indi­ 
vidu al effort. It is said b y some that 
there is a tendency * ven in this free 
cou ntry toward oligarchy. 
That the 
tendency towards the concentration of 
financial power and 
b u siness in the 
densely popu lated districts is a men­ 
ace that is too lightly estimated. 
I b e 
preventive remedy for this evil lies in 
the hands of the masses. 
There 
is 
great need of the people da general j 
stu dying more deeply into economic J 
su b jects.
